The senator does not say in 650 
many words that the democrats 
should not nominate Bryan, but that 
is the effect of his advice, as he is 


quoted. 

His talk is “harmony,” and his 
idea of harmony is to take up some 
man who is not “‘radical,’”’ but some 
democrat who, no matter what his 
individual views, will be asked only 
to pledge himself not to veto a silver 
bill. Then the silver men can bend 
their energies to elect a silver con- 
gress, and in that way bring about 
the end they so greatly desire. 

That, in a nutshell, is the Morgan ar- 
gument. This interview bears the ear 
marks of having been not only author- 
ized, but issued by design. I have tried 
to find Senator Morgan, but his home 
on Four-and-a-Half street is closed, and 
nobody I have found is able to say defi- 
nitely whether he is in the city or not. 
But the presumption is that the inter- 
view is genuine. 

It has created much more of a stir, 
coming from Senator Morgan, than it 
would from most democrats. Of course 
it has given rise to all kinds of specu- 
lation, prominent in it all belng the sug- 
gestion that Morgan’s friendship for Gor- 
man may have had not a little to do with 
his talk. Other men might have issued 
what might be termed an anti-Bryan 
manifesto without creating any com- 
ment, but for Morgan to come out this 
Way has made everybody talk. Not 
that the Alabama senator is not inclined 
to talk, for he is most gifted that way; 
but for him to go out of his way to say 
what he must know is against the judg- 
ment of the great majority of the demo- 
crats of the south on a purely political 
question, is not usual. 

What Mr. Morgan Says. 

Here is what General Morgan 1s quoted 
as saying: 

“I very much fear that the demo- 
cratic party of the east and north 
cannot be brought into harmony with 
the democratic party of the south 
and west until we have a candidate 
who is recognized for his wisdom 
and his willingness to follow the in- 
structions of his party when his 
party has the power to issue its in- 
structions through legislation. 

“I am a free silver man. I believe the 
free coinage of silver is right and that 
the country will not prosper as it shuuld 
until silver has been restored to iis 
"Proper place as one of our money metas, 
but at the same time I do not overlook 
present conditions and the situation that 
confronts us. To win we must be rea- 
sonable and wise. There can never be 
force and power in our party until we 
have united it as it was in the days 
when we stood solidly under one banner 
and fought our battles against a com- 
~™mOn enemy. The question that ought to 
five every member of the democratic 
party concern is: How can that condi- 
tion of affairs be restored? 

Silver as Congressional, Issue. 

“My personal views may be of little 
importance, but I have an idea which, if 
worked out, would, I believe, bring the 
democratic party together and get out 
every vote in the country for the man 
who would be nominated for president. 
In my opinion we should nominate a may 
Who would be willing to say to his party 
Something like this: 

"When my party is able, in congress, 
to pass a free coinage bill, I will not 
Veto it, but will permit it to become a 
law. Whatever my own opinions may 
be, I believe the combined wisdom of the 
men of my own party in congress is bet- 
ter than mine. It might be possible that 
1 should not, personally, think a free 
Coinage law the proper thing to enact, 

‘ if your representatives in congress 
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cheerfully accede to the nomination of 


that candidate.’ 

‘Has silver as much strength in Geor- 
gia now as in 1896?"’ he was asked. 

“It is stronger. The only conversions 
have been of gold standard men to bi- 
metall:sm.” 

Gage and the Gold Standard. 

Secretary Gage reflects the dominant 


republican feeling when he says: 
“The repubiican party should, in 


my opinion, make the fight next year 
upon a bold, unequivocal, straight- 
forward declaration for the single 
gold standard.”’

“A man who will make such an 
announcement and live up to it could 
easily, I am sure, be elected by the 
democrats to the presidential office. 

“Then, if the people saw fit in their re- 
spective districts to elect advocates of 
the free coinage of silver, we should 
have it. We would not have a repetition 
of that deplorable incident in 1894, when 
President Cleveland, repudiating his 
purty und all that it stood for, vetoed 
the bill passed by both houses of con- 
gress providing for the coinage of the 
silver bullion held in the treasury. 

‘When Mr. Cleveland sent that 
veto to a democratic congress he com- 
mitted himself to the single gold 
standard and became no longer a 
democratic president, elected on a 
democratic platform. 

“We must get rid of what we might 
“ail fanaticism and act like sensible 
men. When we do this, democracy will 
again become triumphant, and we will all 
work together in harmony. I believe a 
man can be found who, while not an ex- 


tfemist on the silver question, will fol- 
low the will of his party expressed in 
legislation, and that, after all, is the 


way, and the only way, in which to set- 
tle this great question. All the talking 
we may do on the stump will not bring 
about free coinage, save only that in ed- 
ucating the people we may elect silver 
men to congress. It takes votes in con- 
gress to bring us to free coinage, and 
after we have cast our votes that way we 
must have a president who will permit 
our will to stand. Until we have the 
votes we are fighting the air. Why, 
then, not nominate a man in whom the 
democrats of all parts of the country 
have confidence, and then go about the 
business of electing free silver men to 
congress? 

“T could name several such men, 
but that is not my province. It does 
not require a marked degree of great- 
ness to make a good president. Com- 
mon sense is of much more import- 
ance in that position. 


“Tf was discussing this question with 
acme friends coming up from Virginia, 
and they all agreed that loyalty, abili- 
ty, tact and common sense were better 
factors in making a good administration 
than too high a degree of what is known 
as statesmanship. Pierce and Polk were 
not brilllant men, but they were good 
presidents. I wish they were here now. 

“IT permit no man to outrank me in 
loyalty to the cause of free silver. I 
taught that doctrine when some of the 
men now controlling the democratic par- 
ty were yet unborn. But I see the use- 
lessness of the party north and south, 
being divided and continually pulling the 
one against the other on this money 
question. I believe the suggestion I have 
made would go a great ways in once 
more uniting the party, and that {s what 
I want. 

“TY want to see democracy once 
more united and the principles of de- 
mocracy triumphant, but there is 
little use in endeavoring to accom- 
plish it through impracticable means 


and methods. 

‘“T care not so much to know whether 
our candidate is a radical free silver 
man at heart as I do to know that he 
will abide by the decision of congress, 
if the democrats have the power to put 
their policy into the statute books of 
the country. That is the test.” 

Bartlett on Bryan. 

In the same issue of the paper in which 
Senator Morgan’s interview appears, 
Judge Bartlett, of Georgia, is quoted as 
saying: 

“TI believe Bryan’s name will be 
the only one before the next demo- 
cratic national convention, and even 
if any other should be presented, he 
will have more than the necessary 
two-thirds votes. There is nothing 
to prevent his nomination except his 
own dec:iination. 

“Tl think he will take the nomination, 
even if it does not come by acclama- 
tion, if the opposition comes only from 
the anti-silver states of the east. I be- 
lieve, however, that if Mr. Bryan feit 
assured that any other man could be se- 
lected who could unite the party better 
than he, and secure more votes, he would 
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ly interpreted as meaning that the presi- 
dent and his advisers have decided there 
is no chance for them to pose any longer 
as friends of silver, even under the in- 
ternational mask, and that they see they 
will have .o make a bold fight. Postmas- 
ter Géneral Charles Emory Smith, who 
is particularly close to McKinley, is an- 
other member of the cabinet who is quu- 


ted as advising this course Some re- 
publican leaders seem to think that a 


straightout declaration can yet tbe avoid- 
ed. They are frank enough :o say they 
its effects. ‘Most of them, however, 
see what is coming and are determined 
to make the most of it by claiming that 
a gold declaration will help thelr party. 

Senator Thurston, of Nebraska, is 
quoted as saying such a declaration 
would injure their chances in the 
west, but the eastern element, as- 
sisted by such western men as the 
next speaker, General Henderson, 
and others, are advocating a straight 
declaration. 

Bacon and Livingston Discuss. 
The political effec: of such action is 

naturally being much discussed here in 
Washington. Senator Bacon is quoted in 
The Post as saying: 

I think that if the republicans carry 
out the wish of some of their party 
and make a ciean cut, unreserved 
deciaration in favor of the permanent 
main:enance of the gold standard, 
they will present the democrats with 
a sharp issue, and then the financial 
question will become much more 
prominent than it would otherwise be. 
I don't believe, however, that they wiil 
do it. They will be too sharp to do so. 
A great many people will take a huvok 
when it is concealed by a bait, even 
when they know the bait is there, 
who will not take the naked hook. 
The republicans, therefore, in my 
opinion, will proceed to catch votes 
with the bait of bimetallism, and wi]] 
not give the people the naked hook of 
a gold standard 
In yesterday's Star Colonel Livingston 

is quoted at some length. He said: 

I hope the republicans will come out 
flatfooted for the gold standard. The 
first effec: of the republicans taking 
that position will be to solidify the 
free silver forces and to make the 
issue of the next campaign inevitable. 
It wil] mean free coinage of gold and 
Silver against the single gol stand-

ard, and will absolutely assure the 
nomination of ‘Bryan by the demo- 
crats, 

“Then you think such action by the 
republicans wouid serve to advance 
Mr. Bryan's candidacy?” he was 
asked. 

Undoubtedly free silver is to be in 
the pla'form of the democracy, but 
no one can tell now who will be the 


candidate. For myself, I believe that 
Bryan will be nominated unless the 
situation shou'!d take an unlooked-for 
turn before next summer; but we 
can't tel] this early. However, in my 
Opinion, if the republicans’ align 
‘themselves for gold early in the fight, 
as would be done if their new bill de- 
clares the standard, Bryan's pros- 
pects would be materially aided. The 
issue would be drawn fairly and 
squarely. There would be no excuse 
for running off after new planks to 
put in the platform, and for new 
candidates. It would be a fight 
straightout ‘between monometallism 
and :he use of both metals in our 
coinage. With such an issue Bryan 
wouid have to be the logical candidate. 
Senator Daniel, of Virginia, sees in this 
action of the republicans the bringing to 
the front of the money question and be- 
lieves the result will be beneficial! to the 
democra's. 
Republicans the Agitators. 
Whatever the result, this is certain. 
The republicans putting themselves on 
record as their party and no other great 
national party has ever done in all the 
history of this country, pu’s them in the 
attitude of the real agitators of the 
money question and they cannot cry that 
the agitation of ,he silver men will dis- 
arrange values and injure business. They 
are the agitators. It is inevitable that 
the money question will cut the chief 
figure in the great contest of next year. 
If as the result of this discussion of that 
question, or as an incident to it, the 
banks put on the thumb screws as they 
did in 1896, and business is injured, the 
fayit will be with the republicans who, 
by this new declaration for the gold 
standard, have precipitated the discus- 
sion and shaped it.

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ACUINALDO SAYS 
THERE MUST BE 
AUTONOMY 


Calls on His People To Figh 
Until They Are Assured 
of Independence 


HE USED HONEYED WORDS 


Speech Delivered at Celebration _at 
Tarlac Is Now Made 
Public. 


INTIMATES FILIPINOS ARE MARTYRS 


Says That His People Should Not Re- 
sent Struggle with Unitei States 
as Facts Prove That Amer- 
icans Wished Only 
To Try Them. 


Manila, July 12, 7:25 p. m.—A copy of 
The Independencia has reached Manila con- 
taining the speech which Aguinaldo made 
during the recent celebration at Tarlac 
of the anniversary of the proclamation of 


Filipino independence. In eubstanee, it is 


as follows: 

“Filipina, beloved daughter of the ar- 
dent sun of the tropics, commended by 
providence to the care of noble Spain, be 
not ungrateful to Her salute who warm- 
ed you with the breath of her own culture 
and civilization. 

“It is true, she sought to crush thy 
aspiration for independence as a loving 
mother opposes separation forever from 
the daughter of her besom. This but 
proves the excess of lave and affection 
Spain feels for thee. Filtpina, delicate 
flower of the east, scarcely eight months 
weaned from the breast of thy mother, 
thou hast dared te brave a great and 
powerful nation such as is the United 
states after barely organizing and discip- 
lining thy little army. Yet we reply we 
will be slaves to none, nor allow our- 
selves to be deceived by soft words. Let 
us continue to defend our fatherland un- 
til independence is assured, for this is 
justice. We shall see at last that the 
great American nation will acknowledge 
the right which is on our side, That 
doctrine of the great Monroe, that Amer- 
ica is for Americans, is not forgotten. 
Just as we affirm that the Philippines 
are for the Filipinos, Some states of the 
American union have arisen in our favor. 

“Especially is the democratic party con- 
vinced that both victors and vanquished 
will lose precious lives. Thus many of 
the people and many statesmen censure 
President McKinley as inhuman for hav- 
ing ordered his military representatives 
at Manila to seek means to bring about 
hostilities with the Filipinos. These facts 
prove that they wished to try us to sec 
if we are able to live up to the second 
color of our banner, which signines cour- 
age, heroism and martyrdom. 

‘Therefore we should not restnt. this 
struggle with the Americans. In spite 
of their expressed desire to dominate all 
the Philippines, well convinced are they 
that we fight with justice and right on 
our side and that autonomy is all a show 
of deceit, only serving to save certain 
accumulated wealth. We have never 
conceal our aspirations, that we aspire 
put to independence, that we will struggle 
on to obtain in perhaps from those who 
are our enemies and tomorrow will be 
our allies, as they’ were for the over- 
throw of Spain. 

“We might well accept this autonomy 
America offers, but what can we do with 
it if our ambition is independence and 
if we are to accept it to later overthrow 
hy, force of arrgs the sovereignty of Amer- 
ica. As 1 belleve it is the intention 
of the autonomists to make use of treach- 
ery and deceit, we cannot accept such 
a proceedure. We do not wish to be 
traitors afterward. We wish to show 
our character of frankness and sincerity 
and nothing more. Let us avoid the ex- 
ample of those native, who having at 
one time been colonists, accepted auton- 
omy to enable them to make their work 
surer, once everything was prepared. His- 
tory has given us an example of this in 
recent events. 

‘Let us persist in our idea. which is 
the only legitimate and noble aspiration 
of a people which is desirous at all cost 
to preserve its national honor spotless 
and as pure as a crystal. Thus, then, 
there will not be a single Filipino auton- 
omist. Those who are so, are in the eyés 
of the people but time servers, fearful of 
losing their riches, threatened by risks 
of war. 

“Filipinos, let us be consistent, let us 
strengthen the bonds of our union."’ 

Aguinaido concluced with calling for 
three cheers for independence, the union 
of the Filipinos and for the liberating 
army.

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JOHN BROWN ENTERS SUIT 


AGAINST THE CITY OF MONT- 
GOMERY FOR DAMAGES. 


He Is the Boy Who Confessed To 
Having Committed Crime and 
Afterwards Denied It. 


Montgomery, Ala., July 12.—(Special.)— 
A sensational suit has been filed against 
the city of Montgomery by young John 
Brown, the fifteen-year-old boy who was 
arrested here last week charged with be- 
ing Tommy White, the boy who murder- 
ed his.father, disemboweled and Killed 
his mother and shot his sister to death 
some two weeks ago near Athens, Ala., 
according to the newspaper reports. Af- 
ter his arrest the boy made a statement 
confessing to the several murders and 
telling of the details of the crimes. The 
day after the boy’s confession was pub- 
lished, the chief of police here received a 
letter from the authorities at Athens 
denying that such a crime as the boy had 
confessed to had been committed in that 
county, and.branding as a-~fake the 
newspaper stories that had been sent 
from that section with reference to the 
matter. When confronted by the con- 
tents of this letter, the boy reversed his 
whole story and said that the police- 
man who had him in charge had put 
the words of the confession in his mouth 
and had threatened to confine him in a 
dark dungeon unless he canfessed to the 
crime—that he made the statement he 
had made under the jnfluence of intimi- 
dation and threats. 

It has snce developed that the boy has 
lived all of his life in the county about 
thirty miles north of this city, and that 
he had never been in the neighborhood 
of Athens. 

He has now filed sult against the city 
for $5,000 damages to his character, to 
compensate him for the unwarranted 
imprisonment he was forced to endure. 
The police authorities emphatically deny 
the charge of intimidation. 


WERE FIRST TO RETURN. 


OREGON VOLUNTEERS REACH 
‘’FRISCO FROM MANILA. 


A Great Demonstration When the 
Transports Bearing the Sol- 
diers Were Sighted. 


San Francisco, July 12.—The United 
States transports Newport and Ohio, bear- 
ing the Oregon volunteer regiments from 
Manila. arrived here tonight. The vessels 
were sighted this afternoon and soon the 
shrieking of steam whistles, the clanging 
of bells, the firing of cannon announced 
that the first batch of retiring volunteers 
from Manila were nearing the shores of 
California. Within a few minutes the 
streets were thronged with people wend- 
ing their way to the docks.

It is doubtful whether the Oregon vol- 
unteers will be allowed to land in San 
Francisco before going to their homes.

Governor W. M. O. Bradley, Kentucky’s 
first republican governor, has been so 
shamefully neglected that he has declined 
to attend the convention, and teday by 
wire he declined to be consoled by the 
placing of thé name of a nephew on the 
slate by Deboe and Taylor. 


After the adjournment this evening 
a German from Nicholasville mounted

pioning the cause of Governor Bradley 
to the few’ people who would stop to 
hear him. He offered to wager $10 that 
Goebel would. be elected.

Uld Warrior “Declares Himself 
Freely to Havana Crowd, 


HE IS A DECIDED SEPARATIST 


Island Papers Applaud the General for 
His Sentiments, 


THANKS TQ AMERICA EXPRESSED 


He Says the United States Doesn’t 
Own All This Continent and 
That the Island Must 
Have Full Indepen- 
dence. 


Havana, July 12.—At a meeting held last 
evening in the Payret theater, after the 
street demonstration and parade in his 
honor, Juan Gaulberto Gomez was him- 
self the principal speaker. In the course 
of a long address dealing with the rea- 
‘sons for beginning the war against Spain, 
he said: 

“IT am now, as I always have been, a 
Separatist, and I still demand the separa- 
tion that I asked before the war, not 
Only separation from Spain, but from 
any and all other nations. People only 
begin a revolution when this is absolutely 
necessary to life and progress. If a supe- 
rior force deters them before their object 
is attained, there is merely the question 
of delay. 

“The revolution will inevitably return. 
Nations, like stars, have their seasons of 
eclipse; but, followIng their orbits, they 
emerge and accomplish their final des- 
tiny. The destiny of Cuba is only inde- 
pendence. The basic ideas of the revolu- 
tion were no mystery, and therefore % 
synopsis now, which would really remind 
us of past suffering and of incidents only 
to be recalled with horror, is unnecessary. 
Still we would return to those direful 
days if it had to be. Honor is as much 
a necessity in national life as is food In 
the life of the individual, and it ought to 
be insured if possible, even though the 
attempt may result in catastrophe and 
death. 

“Such disastera we can avoid by perfect 
unison, by raising our voices to declare 
that this country is ours, and that we 
want it for ourselves; by forgetting our 
enmities, by obliterating personalities, by 
drawing a line through our terrible past 
and by devoting ourselves to the future. 

“We should give due thanks to the 
Americans, whose progress and power in- 
spire our admiration, but this does not 
mean that we should resign ourselves to 
a tutelage to be exercised over use. Let us 
make the same statgment to the United 
States that the American colonies made 
‘o England when they declared, in 17%, 
that the Americans owned North Amer- 
ica."’

Santiago Is Now Under Hard and 
Effective Military Rule. 
Santiago de Cuba, July 12.—General 
Leonard Wood, in command of the 
partment of Santiago, issued general or- 
der No. 34 today, establishing absolute 
quarantine. All officers of the govern- 
ment and employees are forbidden to en- 
ter the city, with the exception of those 
belonging to the department. Major Carr 
and Surgeons Mendoza and Nunez are 
detailed to take charge of the fever pa- 
tients in the city, which jis placed under 
strict regulations. Other officers’ will 
have charge of the yellow fever hospital 

on the island. 

The mayor is directed to close all Amer- 
ican hotels and ealoons, to forbid other 
liquor dealers to sell intoxicants to Amer- 
icans and to arrest all intoxicated Ameri- 
cans or loiterers in all saloons. The prin- 
cipal hotels and saloons are designated 
by name. 

The pack trains have been ordered to 
establish camps outside the city, and all 
troops will be moved to Songo, except 
one company at Morro castle. 

The headquarters of all the departments 
were moved today to Cristo and the ralil- 
~oad and steamship lines are forbidden to 
bring Americans into the city. No ships 
are permitted to touch at the wharves, 

The strictest regulations have been eé- 
tablished for the protection from fever 
of the company of soldiers at Morro cas- 
tle. Supplies are to be left at the road 
depot and will be taken to the soldiers 
by teams from the camp. 

No travelers will be permitted to leave

Rates and Manufacturing. 

Editor Constitution—While discussing 
the subject of manufacturing industrics 
in Atlanta, 1 think it would be weil not 
to lose sight of one very important fea- 
ture, and that is, the question of freight 
rates from this point to other places in 
the United States, 

In the conduct of the business of cur 
Cold Spring Packing Company we find 
that we can ship goods to distant points 
in the north at about one-third of what 
it costs to many places in Mississippi, 
Louisiana and Texas. To give you an 
illustration of how it works, we shipped 
twenty-five pounds recently to <Amite 
City, La., and the fre ght thereon was 
$1. About the same tima we shipped 
fifty pounds to Bridgeport, Conn., und 
the freight was 40 cents. These are only 
two of very many instances, and the re- 
sult of it is that we are compelled to 
discriminate in prices against the entire 
state of Louisiana andi certain Mississippi 
cities, because of the high freight rate. 

Our goods are all sold F. O, B. at point 
of destination, and with the present sys- 
tem of freight charges we aro practically 
shut out of sections of the country where 
our goods would be otherwise sold in 
large quantities. Of course I Know that 
the railroads, as a rule, are willing to 
encourage manufacturing industries, but 
the present system of rate charges be- 
yond what is known as the Mississippi 
valley as against Atlanta is certainly out 
of reason.. : { 

I understand these’ rates will not work 
so much of a hardship in cases of large 
shipments, but as our goods are sold, as 
a rule, in small quantities, we have to pay 
what is known as the “minimum charge.’’ 
which is frequently 25 per cent of the 
value of the goods.

| WITNESSES HEARD 


ON RATES CHARGED 


Interstate Commerce Commission Con- 
sidered Charleston Case Yesterday. 


G. T. NEWBURY EXAMINED 


Developed That Steamship Company 
Had Two Rates for Freight. 


TESTIMONY WAS OF INTERESTING NATURE 


Charged That Mcrchants Were Not 
Allowed To Take Advantage of 
the Combination Rate.

Washington, July 12.—G. T. Newbury, 
general freight agent of the Old Dominion 
Steamship Company, was the first wit- 
ness before the interstate comme #f:e com- 
mission today in the hearing of the Char- 
leston freight rate case. He was ques- 
tioned at length as to the rates charged 
by his line on freight business through 
Norfolk where the steamship line’ con- 
nected with the railroads. It developed 
that the steamship line had two rates for 
various classes of freight, insuréd and un- 
insured, to cover the marine risk afloat. 

Mr. Bryan tried to find out what the 
freight was minus the insurance, and 
why it was that some interior points in 
the south were subject to the insured 
rate only, while others were known as 
uninsured points. Mr. Newbury was very 
undetermined on this point and Commis- 
sioner Prouty finally broke in with the 
inquiry: “Is it not a fact, sir, that you 
have insured rates to non-competitive 
points In order to add the insurance 
charges to the Shipper and make the 
rate higher than the competitive points 
without its appearing so?” 

Witness protested that 
the case and it was finally agreed to 
have elther the steamshf{p company or 
its rafl connections furnish the commis- 
sion copies of their freight schedules from 
which the real freight rates to compe- 


titive and non-competitive points could 
be figured out. 


Mr. Newbury said in conclusion that his 
line carried freight not only from the 
south to north Atlantfc points, but had 
a considerable amount of business, prin- 
cipally packing house products, from west 
of the Mississippi through Norfolk to the 
Maine coast. This route is 50 miles 
longer than the direct rail routes. but 
the rail and water route was able to 
compete for the business at a profit. 

The last witness of the case was John 
A. Smith, president of the bureau of 
freight and transportation, of Charleston. 
Mr. Smith explained that from 1877 to 
189%, prior to taking his present office. 
he had been connected with railroad and 
steamship traffic in various capacities. 
The Charleston bureau, he said, was a 
municipal creation of Charleston. brought 
about by the Inability of the merchants 
and shippers of the community to get 
what they considered fair treatment from 
the railroads, especially in connection 
with freight rates to and from the west. 
Witness filed with the commission a copy 
of a memorial from his bureau to the 
Southern Freight Association in which the 
discrimination against Charleston was 
pointed out and redress asked. Mr. Smith 
said the railways had never taken the 
trouble even to deny the truth of Charles- 
ton’'s allegations. P 

Freight Rates Were Higher. 

Mr. Smith gave a number of instances 
in which the through rates on freignt 
from Chicago to Charleston were from 5 
to 1 cents higher than the rates from 
Chicago to Norfolk with the local rate 
from Norfolk to Charleston added. Wit- 
ness said further that the Charleston 
merchants were not even allowed to 
take advantage of this combination rate, 
the railroads either forbidding through 
shipments to Charleston at the combina- 
tion rate or eating up all the profit by 
vexatious delays and re-billing charges 
at Norfolk and the Virginia cities. The 
result was. he addeu. that the Norfolk 
merchants had not only absorbed all the 
distributive trade in certain western com- 
munities around Charleston, but could 
undersell the local merchants in Charles- 
ton itself. 

As to the compilation of rates, Mr. 
Smith eaid there was no system or meth- 
od in determining them as far as he could 
discover. Rates on some articles to Wil- 
mington were higher than to Charleston; 
in other eases Charleston had the advan- 
tage. In fifteen important commodities 
rates to Charleston were higher than to 
Wilmington for less than car loads, Dut 
the car load rates to Charleston were 
lower than to Wilmington, 

When Mr. Smith urged the injustice 
that the rates for towns in the immediate 
vicinity of Charleston should ve based 
onthe rates to the Virginia cities Com- 
missioner Prouty asked if the interior 
towns in question would not feel it an 
equal injustice to have the western corn 
they were to consume hauled at a low 
through rate to Charleston and then back 
to be fed to the aoa at the interior 
town. Mr. Smith replied that he did not 
wish to place the commission.in an cqui- 
vocal position in the eyes of the interior 
Carolina towns. He did hold, however, 
that the water competition at Norfolk, 
which had annulled the long and short 
haul section there, could appiy equally 
well to Charleston, which had the same 
natural advantages. 


Suggestion To Force Inland Rate. 


Mr. Prouty suggested that a _ good 
scheme for Charleston would be te en- 
courage water lines that would force the 
railroads by competition to grant a rea- 
sonable inland rate. 

Mr. Smith placed in evidence before the 
commission a number of statements cov- 
ering the question of rail and water lines 
in and out of Charleston. He also pro- 
duced statements showing the small dif- 
ferentials from Chicago to the various 
north Atlantic ports, including Norfolk 
and above. The same conditions, he said, 
held true in differentials from Chicago 
to the Pacific coast, including the whoie 
coast line from Astoria to San Diego. 

Mr. Bryan stated to the commission 
that he had endeavored to subpoena RK. 
M. Arnold, general freight agent of the 
Monon route, but had not been able 
to reach him. He asked therefore tv 
place in evidence a letter from Mr. Arn- 
old to the Charlesten bureau conveying 
the same assurances contained in the 
letter presented Tuesday from M§. Camp-

Smith how, in the face of this showing, 
Charleston claims to be oppressed and 
barred out by the railways from growth 
and development. Mr. Smith declared his 
ignorance of a number of the 
claims advanced in the publication 
ended by saying that he considered 
circular as a rule inaccurate and 
leading as to the real situation.

IX. Rousseau and the Philosophes. 

The characteristic feature of the lit- 
erary history of the great middle part of 
the eighteenth century in France was the 
influence of the ‘‘philosophes.’’ We have 
already seen who some of the philosophes 
were. Diderot and the contributors to 
the ‘‘Encyclopedia”’ constituted the main 
body of the group. Montesquieu and 
Va@jtaire were its precursors. But the 
prevailing spirit of the whole period, no 
matter what literary form he examined, 
was essentially the same. The old order 


of things was criticised and attacked in 
every part, especially in religion and poli- 
thes. But what was most criticised and 
attacked were the constitution and dog- 
ma of the church. Voltaire, the most 
active, versatile and effective combatant 
of the age, had no quarrel! with the j,0- 
litical institutions of his time. There were 
certain reforms in these that he wished 
to see effected, but he desired nothing 
further. Nor was the church as a so- 
cial institution the special object of his 
attack. It was rather its extraordinary 
political privileges, which he considered 
unjust; its traditional theology, which he 
considered irrational; its excessive and 
all-pérvading ecclesiasticism, which he 
considered absurd. Montesquieu, too, 
had no thought of political or ecclesias- 
tical reforms being brought about ex- 
cept by methods which today would be 
described as constitutional. But it is of 
course nevertheless true that the opin- 
ions of these men as to matters of faith 


and religion were opposed to the ortho- $ 


doxy of the day. And not only that, but 
almost every writer of note in France 
during the period we are now contemplat- 
ing. was in respect of theology at most 
only a deist. The church, once so all- 
powerful, and her creed, once so uni- 
versally accepted, were left with scarce- 
ly a defender. Atheism, however, does 
not seem to have been much accepted. 
Even Voltaire was not an atheist. put 
a profession of simple deism as opposed 
to Christian theism and the teachings of 
the Bible was general, not only out of 
the church, but in it. For the most part 
those in the church who did not accept 
the church’s teachings kept a_ discreet 
silence. “IT may have my fist full of 
opinions and yet care only to open my Iit- 
tle finger.’’ This is the way one promi- 
nent churchman expressed his caution, 
and the caution was general. 

It was. however, in the writings of the 
philosophes proper rather than in thoge 
of Voltaire and Montesquieu that the 
anti-spiritual, anti-religious spirit of the 
age was most plainly shown. The ency- 
clopedists frankly ignored the existence 
of any divine power other than what 
may be discerned in the forces of nature. 
The‘System of Nature,”’ a work supposed 
to have been written by Baron Holbach, 
ethe friend of Diderot and a chief sup- 
porter of the encyclopedist movement’ 
represented God as the mere creation of 
superstitious men. “Man a Machine,”’ 
‘“\tian a Plant.’ were the titles of some- 
what similar productions written by La 
Mettrie. another member of the group. It 
is noteworthy that Voltaire opposed and 
condemned all these works, and even un- 
dertook the duty of seriously refuting the 
first of them. Helvetius, a third meinber 
of the group, wrote works in which he 
founded morals wholly’ on self-interest. 
It is noteworthy that the works of Hel- 
vetlus were also assailed, not by 
Voltaire and his party, not only by the 
chureh and its party (indeed, they were 
burned by the common hangman), but 
also even by Diderot himself. 
est philosophical thinker of the age, how- 
ever, was Condillac. Condillac (1715-3), 
though at one time he was a member of 
the encyclopedist group, did not maintain 
his association with it. But 
phy, although it was not materialistic, 
was scarcely more in consonance with 
the splritualistic ideas of the orthodox 
school than materialism was. With him 
all ideas were but sensations. The hu- 
man age was but a bundle of sensations. 
When sensation ended, all ended, 

When so critical and examinant were 
the writings of all the leading spirits of 
the age it is not to be wondered at if 
among the more humble and less in- 
structed people of the time a feeling of 
uncertainty and disquietude as to ail the 
graver matters of life and conduct also 
sprung up. As a matter of fact, it did 
spring up, and the common people broke 
away from their theologic moorings end 
drifted into unbelief and 
with existing institutions quite as hope- 
lessly as did their better-instructed tel- 
lows. In their vase, however, ur.belief 
and dissatisfaction were intensified by the 
terrible injustice which they suffered at 
the hands of both church and state, 

Contemporary with the ‘*philosophes’’ 
and for a time a member of the encyclo- 
pedist group, although he shortly sevr- 
ered himself from it, was a writer who 
was destined to have more influence upon 
the rank and file of the peopie—that great 
body that we have described as blindly 
drifting into unbelief and dissatisfaction 
for want of guidance. and eificient leaa-

ership—than any other writer of his day, 
perhaps than al? other writers cf his day 
put together. This writer was Jean 
Jacques Rousseau, 

Roussau (1712-78) is one of whom in 
mony respects it is hard to treat serious- 
ly. So ill disciplined and ill governed 
in his own character, he nevertheiess 
was instrumental in changing materiaily 
the direction and quality of all child 
training and child education, not only in 
his own country, but throughout the 
world, not only for the time being, but 
for all time; so unattractive in his own 
personality, he nevertheless won as his 
disciples the most attractive personalities 
in France; so {illogical and absurd in his 
own mental processes, he nevertheless set 
going in others ideas of government, of 
social organization, of public and iIindi- 
vidual rigbts and responsibilities, which 
soon became the accepted tenets of the 
great majority of his countrymen.

But what we are chiefly concerned with 
here is the remarkable influence that 
Rousseau exerted as q sort of counteract- 
ing foree against the influence of the en- 
cyclopedists. The encyclopedists were 
positivist, practical and materialistic. 
Rousseau was dreamy, sentimental and 
an effective if not a very orthodox or 
logical exponent of religion. He man- 
aged, especially after his death, to ob- 
tain the good-will and respect of almost 
all parties. The men of the revolution 
regarded him with a reverence that was 
little short of idolatry. Robespierre 
would have made his teachings a new 
Bible for France and if necessary have 
died for them as a martyr. On the other 
hand, those whom Robespierre would 
have proscribed, the ehurch party and 
their supporters, found in Rousseau's in- 
fluence one of their main bulwarks. lt 
was this influence, at any rate, that Kept 
religion and virtue and public morality 
from going out of fashion in those revo- 
lutionary days. 

And Rousseau’'s influence on literature 
and literary style was equally remarka- 
ble. He gave to the literature of the 
world a new quality—a delight in anu a 
feeling for natural beauty. He also re- 
stored to,French literature a quality it 
possessed, but now had lost-—the 
the color, the heat, the passion, of 
self-revelation. While in no

poet, he brought back to litera- 
ture for the use of poetry the lyrie thriil 
of genuine emotion. And French litera- 
ture since his day has never ceased to 
feel that thrill. 

Rousseau and the encyclopedists mark, 
therefore, the clearing of the ways. Rous- 
seau is the natural head of that senool 
in literature which regards the personai, 
the romantic, the beautiful, as the chiet 
objects of thought and expression. The 
encycloped|sts, ‘‘the philosophes,’’ are the 
head of that school which regards accu- 
rate description, exact analysis and the 
bringing together of true cause and ef- 
fect as the chief ends. 


7 Rousseau. 


Rousseau’s “‘Emile”’ is admitted by all 
educators to have marked an epoch in 
the history of education. It is indeed an 
inspiring work and written with a won- 
derful eloquence. It exerted a ereat in- 
flUuence on the education and therefore 
on the civilization of mankind, and 
brought to its author incredible suffer- 
ings, whether the evils of which he com- 
plained were real or imaginary. Rous- 
seau’s book is well known and so is Rous- 
seau, but the character of the man and 
his career have in them something mys- 
terious, which makes the subject an in- 
teresting one to study. The author of 
‘‘Exmile’’ must be known in order to un- 
derstand his works, for unlike the great 
men of the seventeenth century, whose 
personality can iardly be seen in their 
writings, the men of the eighteenth cen- 
tury permeated their works with their 
own opinions and enabled us to study 
their character and even the events of 
their lives. Rousseau made himself

known to us not only through his letters, 


but also through that extraordinary book, 
the “Confessions.” Never before had 
any one disclosed with such self-pride, 
with such cynicism, his most secret 
thoughts and acts; never, also, has any 
one written in a more magic and en- 
chanting style the history of a wretched 
life. 

Rouseeau was born in Geneva in 1712; 
his mother died at his birth, and his fa- 
ther, an intelligent and honora!l@: watch- 
maker, brought him up most tenderly. 
although he seems to have singularly 
lacked judgment in his dealings with his 
son. Rousseau relates that when only 
seven years old his father and he used 
to spend whole nights reading together. 
This must have contributed to give him 
that peculiar nervosity which made him 
so miserable all his life. His first seven 
or eight years were very happy, but un- 
fortunately his father left Geneva and 
the boy remained with his Uncle Ber- 
nard. who sent him and hig son to the 
achool of Pastor Lambercier’s. llere 
again were a few happy moments for 
Rousseau, 

After leaving the pastor he became the 
apprentice of a notary, who dismissed 
him for his stupidity, and then he began 
his apprenticeship with an engraver. His 
master was a brutal man and treated him 
most cruelly. The boy learned to steal 
and to lie, and we might imagine that 
his intelligence would be stupefied by the 
blows which he received, but he tells us 
that every minute which he could rob 
from his employer was devoted to read- 
ing. It is this taste for reading which 
enabled him to acqire an immense fund 
of knowledge, which he knew so well 
how to use later. One day, having gone 
out of town with some friends, they re- 
turned at the very moment when the 
guards were closing the gates for the 
night. Rousseau did not dare to face 
the next day the wrath of his master, 
and resolved to run away from his coun- 
try. Shortly afterwards we see him at 
Annecy, at the house of Mme. de Wa- 
rens. that kind and lovable woman whose 
errors and vagaries have been so ruth- 
lessly disclosed to us by the man to whom 
she gave hospitality and whom she was 
to make great. When Rousseau entered 
her house she was twenty-eight years old 
and he sixteen, but she produced such an 
impression on the boy that, at first sight, 
he felt for her a love which was to last 
for many years.

WARFARE ON DOGS 
WILL BEGIN TODAY 


Untagged Canines Will Be Taken to 
the Pound. 


TO CONTINUE NINETY DAYS 


Many Tags Were Issued to Anxious 
Owners Yesterday. 


UNTAGGED BOGS IN IMMINENT DANGER 


Dog Catcher Is Fleet of Foot and 
L:the of Limb, While His Eye Is 
Keen for Straying Dogs. 


——— 


Eternal vigilance 1s now the price of 
Canine liberty. Untagged dogs thar stay 
upon the streets today will be in danger 
of the city pound, which will mean sepa- 
ration from master, if not death itself. 

The dog wagon will begin its rounds 
this morning and it will be the endeavor 
to have it visit all portions of the city at 
least once a day. The wagon will be in 
charge of John Couch, a most estimable 
individual, fleet of foot and lithe of limb, 
who will make life a burden to pet Ca- 
nines unless they have been properly 
registered by r masters and wear 
a tag, showing that they have paid for 
the right to live. 

Ww. J. Campbell, in the 
office, yesterday suggested that the dog 
catcher carry around with him a sack of 
salt, a small pinch of which, said Mr. 
Campbell, cast upon the rear appendage, 
would enable Couch to catch any dog on 
earth. Mr. Campbell 
caught mocking birds in this manner 
when he was a small boy. City Clerk 
Greene said there was a decided differ- 
ence ‘between mocking birds and dogs. 
The city clerk thought the dog catcher 
should carry a seine. 

It is not known what methods will be 
employed by the capturer of live canines, 
but it is certain thay they will be landed 
In the pound unless their masters take 
immediate steps to prevent their arrest. 

And a simple little brass tag with a 
number on it does that, although [ft is 
necessary in order to obtain this tag for 
the owner to register his own name, the 
name of his dog, a description of the ani- 
mal and his name upon the dog license 
book at the office of City Clerk Greene. 
This done the owner js assessed $1.25 and 
given his tag. 

Immediately after thair capture the 
doggies will be taken to the city dumping 
grounds, where they will be retained for 
one day. If the owner of a captured anl- 
mal does not redeem him, which costs $1, 
and then a tag must be secured  (o pre- 
vent the recapture of the pet, something 
dreadful will happen to the dog, Couch 
having been given instructions to pre- 
vent their return to ‘the streets of the 
city. 

Yesterday more than 100 tags were is- 
sued at $1.25 per tag taanxious owners of 
pet canines by C.erk Grgene The principal 
part of the dog bHusiness was done in the 
afternoon and it was necessary to con- 
\inually keep one man at the work. 

For pinety days the warfare upon dogs 
will be continued in Atlanta, and at the 
end of that time it is expected that every 
dog will be either taxed or gone to a 
place where no tags are needed and 
where there are no dog catchers. On Oc- 
tober 19th thg@ business of the dog 
catcher will cease. He will then close 
up shop for the season and wait until 
next summer to resume his cruel work of 
ridding the city of canines that have no 
master to pay for them in order that they 
may live.

One al- 
most is disposed to take off his hat in 
the presence of what seems to be the 
grandest prospect of this continent. 
There is Missionary ridge, the beach 
against which the red billows of federal 
and confederate courage surged and 
broke. There are the blue mountains of 
North and South Carolina. With strain 
of vision, there is Kentucky, there is 
Virginia. At our feet, Chattanooga and 
Chickamauga, the pronunciation of 
which proper names will thrill ages to 
come with thoughts of valor and des- 
peration and agony.
